The volume of sales was not | 
nearly so great as on Saturday, when | 
men carrying suitcases, jugs and, 
packages were to be seen downtown | 
the greater part of the day. 

The last wet day found practically | 
all Cleveland breweries without beer, | 
and many of the saloons epen were | 
selling near beer at 10 cents a glass.
